aforementioned team results classified by date over two or more games. The team 
record-against-an-opponent entry section classified by section constituted so that 
the team record against an opponent calculated according to the section could be 
filled in, Each team record against an opponent according to section recorded on 
this team record-against-an-opponent entry section classified by section The 
waging-war score entry section classified by section constituted so that each 
baseball team of two or more game players which participated in the game might 
compare and this comparison ranking could be filled in by score, respectively, The 
record-against-an-opponent Records Department with the sum total waging-war 
score entry section constituted so that the sum total score of the waging-war score 
classified by section recorded on this waging-war score entry section classified by 
section could be filled in. 

[Claim 2] With the player for an attack of the number who exceeds the 
predetermined number of each defense frame of an infielder, an outfielder, and a 
catcher at least as a registration player who constitutes the baseball team for 
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simulations, respectively It has the registration player entry section constituted so 
that the player for defense who consists of two or more pitchers could be filled in 
the whole registration player, respectively. With the registration player Records 
Department which enabled it to record the registration player arbitrarily elected by 
the game player out of the baseball player who exists really in this registration 
player entry section It is constituted respectively corresponding to the 
aforementioned registration player entry section constituted so that it could enter 
the whole registration player. Are elected as day by day [ predetermined / game ] by 
the game player from these registration players. The appointment player entry 
section classified by date constituted so that each appointment ranking of each 
defense position name as a regular given to the player for an attack, two or more 
pinch hitters, and a pitcher could be filled in the whole registration player, 
respectively, It is constituted respectively corresponding to this appointment player 
entry section classified by date, the aforementioned player for an attack, pinch 
hitter's blow results, and the pitching results of the pitcher as the aforementioned 
player for defense The player results entry section classified by date constituted so 
that it could enter as individual results according to registration player, respectively, 
It has the team results entry section classified by date constituted so that the team 
results which totaled these player results according to the section could be filled in. 
The actual predetermined results of a game day by day of the registration player 
who exists really appointed as this player results entry section classified by date by 
the game player With the results Records Department classified by date which 
enabled it to record the team results classified by date on the aforementioned team 
results entry section classified by date while enabling it to record on the basis of the 
conditions of the team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the 
number of times of the team minimum convention pitching that 1 game was set up 
beforehand It is based on the total team results which totaled the aforementioned 
team results classified by date of the predetermined game day by day recorded on 
the aforementioned results Records Department classified by date, or the 
aforementioned team results classified by date over two or more games. The team 
record-against-an-opponent entry section classified by section constituted so that 
the team record against an opponent calculated according to the section could be 
filled in, Each team record against an opponent according to section recorded on 
this team record-against-an-opponent entry section classified by section The 
waging-war score entry section classified by section constituted so that each 
baseball team of two or more game players which participated in the game might 
compare and this comparison ranking could be filled in by score, respectively, The 
game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game which displayed the record- 
against-an-opponent Records Department with the sum total waging-war score 
entry section constituted so that the sum total score of the waging-war score 
classified by section recorded on this waging-war score entry section classified by 
section could be filled in on the record entry form, and constituted it. 
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[Claim 3] With the player for an attack of the number who exceeds the 
predetermined number of each defense frame of an infielder, an outfielder, and a 
catcher at least as a registration player who constitutes the baseball team for 
simulations, respectively It has the registration player entry section constituted so 
that the player for defense who consists of two or more pitchers could be filled in 
the whole registration player, respectively. With the registration player Records 
Department which enabled it to record the registration player arbitrarily elected by 
the game player out of the baseball player who exists really in this registration 
player entry section It is constituted respectively corresponding to the 
aforementioned registration player entry section constituted so that it could enter 
the whole registration player. Are elected as day by day [ predetermined / game ] by 
the game player from these registration players. The appointment player entry 
section classified by date constituted so that each appointment ranking of each 
defense position name as a regular given to the player for an attack, two or more 
pinch hitters, and a pitcher could be filled in the whole registration player, 
respectively, It is constituted respectively corresponding to this appointment player 
entry section classified by date, the aforementioned player for an attack, pinch 
hitters blow results, and the pitching results of the pitcher as the aforementioned 
player for defense The player results entry section classified by date constituted so 
that it could enter as individual results according to registration player, respectively, 
It has the team results entry section classified by date constituted so that the team 
results which totaled these player results according to the section could be filled in. 
The actual predetermined results of a game day by day of the registration player 
who exists really appointed as this player results entry section classified by date by 
the game player With the results Records Department classified by date which 
enabled it to record the team results classified by date on the aforementioned team 
results entry section classified by date while enabling it to record on the basis of the 
conditions of the team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the 
number of times of the team minimum convention pitching that 1 game was set up 
beforehand The team results parallel entry section classified by date constituted so 
that the parallel entry of the team results classified by date according to section of 
a predetermined game day by day entered in the aforementioned team results entry 
section classified by date could be carried out one by one in order of the date, With 
the total team results Records Department with the total team results entry section 
constituted so that the total team results which totaled the team results classified 
by date according to section by which parallel entry was carried out one by one the 
whole section exception could be written down in this team results parallel entry 
section classified by date The team record-against-an-opponent entry section 
classified by section constituted so that the team record against an opponent 
calculated according to the section could be filled in based on the total team results 
recorded on the aforementioned total team results entry section, Each team record 
against an opponent according to section recorded on this team record-against-an- 
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opponent entry section classified by section The waging-war score entry section 
classified by section constituted so that each baseball team of two or more game 
players which participated in the game might compare and this comparison ranking 
could be filled in by score, respectively, The game tools of the baseball supervisor 
simulation game which displayed the record-against-an-opponent Records 
Department with the sum total waging-war score entry section constituted so that 
the sum total score of the waging-war score classified by section recorded on this 
waging-war score entry section classified by section could be filled in on the record 
entry form, and constituted it. 

[Claim 4] The game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game according to 
claim 1 , 2, or 3 which constituted the registration player name preprinted guide line 
classified into the registration, player entry section of the aforementioned 
registration player Records Department by display of an infielder, an outfielder, a 
catcher, and a pitcher, and the affiliation professional baseball team name preprinted 
guide line of the player concerned, respectively. 

[Claim 5] The game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game according to 
claim 1 , 2, or 3 which constituted the appointment player preprinted guide line 
classified by date which enabled it to enter the position name elected from 
registration players day by day [ predetermined / game ], and appointment ranking 
as the date preprinted guide line which fills in a predetermined game day in the 
appointment player entry section classified by date of the aforementioned results 
Records Department classified by date, respectively. 

[Claim 6] In the player results entry section classified by date of the aforementioned 
results Records Department classified by date The number of times at bat and the 
number of hits which are a batter's individual results, the number of walks, the 
number of hits by pitch, the number of sacrifice flies, points, the number of RBIs, 
stolen bases, and the number of home runs, While constituting the player results 
preprinted guide line classified by date which is a pitcher's individual results and 
which enabled it to fill in the number of times of pitching, the number of earned runs, 
the number of strikeout deprivations, the number of victories and the number of hold 
save, the number of successful pitching, and the number of complete blockade, 
respectively The game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game according to 
claim 1, 2, or 3 which constituted the team results preprinted guide line classified by 
date which enabled it to write down the team individual results which totaled the 
individual results according to these players by 1 team according to the section in 
the aforementioned team results entry section classified by date, respectively. 
[Claim 7] In the aforementioned team results parallel entry section classified by date 
of the aforementioned total team results Records Department The team results 
classified by date of the predetermined game day by day entered in the 
aforementioned team results entry section classified by date The team results 
parallel preprinted guide line classified by date which could be made to carry out 
parallel entry in order of the date one by one up and down is constituted, in the 
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aforementioned total team results entry section The game tools of the baseball 
supervisor simulation game according to claim 3 which constituted the total team 
results preprinted guide line which was adjusted under the aforementioned team 
results parallel preprinted guide line classified by date with the aforementioned team 
results parallel preprinted guide line classified by date, and was formed, respectively. 
[Claim 8] In the aforementioned team record-against-an-opponent entry section 
classified by section, team career average, the team total on-base percentage, 
Team total points, the number of team total RBIs, team total stolen bases, the 
number of team total home runs, The team total earned run average, the number of 
team total strikeouts, the number of team total victories, and the number of hold 
save, The game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game according to claim 
1 , 2, or 3 which constituted the team record-against-an-opponent preprinted guide 
line classified by section which enabled it to fill in 1 1 sections of the number of team 
total successful pitching, and the number of team total complete blockade, 
respectively. 

[Claim 9] The game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game according to 
claim 1, 2, or 3 which constituted the waging-war score preprinted guide line 
classified by section which compares with the aforementioned waging-war score 
entry section classified by section each team record against an opponent according 
to section recorded on the aforementioned team record-against-an-opponent entry 
section classified by section by each baseball team of two or more game players 
which participated in the game, and enabled it to fill in this comparison ranking by 
score, respectively. 

[Claim 10] The game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game according to 
claim 1, 2, or 3 which constituted the sum total waging-war score preprinted guide 
line which enabled it to enter the sum total score of the waging-war score classified 
by section recorded on the aforementioned waging-war score entry section 
classified by section in the aforementioned sum total waging-war score entry 
section. 

[Claim 11] The aforementioned record entry forms are the game tools of the 
baseball supervisor simulation game according to claim 3 which divided into the 1st 
record entry form which displayed the aforementioned registration player Records 
Department and the aforementioned results Records Department classified by date 
on the same front face, and constituted them, and the 2nd record entry form which 
displayed the aforementioned total team results Records Department and the 
aforementioned record-against-an-opponent Records Department on the same front 
face, and constituted them, and constituted.

appointment player display opening classified by date, the aforementioned player for 
an attack, pinch hitter's blow results, and the pitching results of the pitcher as the 
aforementioned player for defense Player results display opening classified by date 
constituted so that it could display as individual results according to registration 
player, respectively, It has team results display opening classified by date 
constituted so that the team results which totaled these player results according to 
the section could be displayed. The actual predetermined results of a game day by 
day of the registration player who exists really appointed as this player results 
display opening classified by date by the game player On the basis of the conditions 
of the team minimum required minimum number of times at bat and the number of 
times of the team minimum convention pitching that 1 game was set up beforehand 
The 1st electrode-holder sheet side which constituted the results display classified 
by date which enabled it to display the team results classified by date on the 
aforementioned team results display opening classified by date while enabling it to 
display on the same front face, Team results parallel display opening classified by 
date constituted so that the team results classified by date according to section of 
a predetermined game day by day displayed on the aforementioned team results 
display opening classified by date might be indicated by parallel one by one in order 
of the date, A total team results display with total team results display opening 
constituted so that the total team results which totaled the team results classified 
by date according to section by which it was indicated one by one by parallel the 
whole section exception could be displayed on this team results parallel display 
opening classified by date, Team record-against-an-opponent display opening 
classified by section constituted so that the team record against an opponent 
calculated according to the section could be filled in based on the total team results 
displayed on the aforementioned total team results display opening, Each team 
record against an opponent according to section displayed on this team record- 
against-an-opponent display opening classified by section Waging-war score display 
opening classified by section constituted so that each baseball team of two or more 
game players which participated in the game might compare and this comparison 
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ranking could be displayed by score, respectively, Sum total waging-war score 
display opening constituted so that the sum total score of the waging-war score 
classified by section displayed on this waging-war score display opening classified by 
section could be displayed, ** also has the 2nd electrode-holder sheet side which 
constituted the ********** display on the same front face. Connect the one-side 
side by which 2 electrode-holder sheet side was opposite-**(ed), and it is 
constituted, the [ this / the 1st and ] — the aforementioned record entry form can 
be contained possible [ ejection ] between 2 electrode-holder sheet sides — as — 
at least — the [ the above 1 st and ] — Between the sheet sides of 2 electrode- 
holder sheet side is constituted as a stowage, the [ the above 1 st and ] — The 
game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game constituted so that each 
aforementioned display opening might be record entry minded [ which was contained 
by this stowage / aforementioned ] and a predetermined matter could be filled in or 
displayed on it from from outside the aforementioned file electrode holder.

[Claim 15] In player results display opening classified by date of the aforementioned 
results display classified by date The number of times at bat and the number of hits 
which are a batter s individual results, the number of walks, the number of hits by 
pitch, the number of sacrifice flies, points, the number of RBIs, stolen bases, and the 
number of home runs, While constituting the player results display opening frame 
classified by date which is a pitcher s individual results and which enabled it to 
display the number of times of pitching, the number of earned runs, the number of 
strikeout capture, the number of victories and the number of hold save, the number 
of successful pitching, and the number of complete blockade, respectively The game 
tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game according to claim 1 2 which 
constituted the team results display opening frame classified by date which enabled 
it to display the team individual results which totaled the individual results according 
to these players by 1 team according to the section on the aforementioned team 
results display opening classified by date, respectively. 

[Claim 16] In the aforementioned team results parallel display opening classified by 
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date of the aforementioned total team results display The team results classified by 
date of the predetermined game day by day displayed on the aforementioned team 
results display opening classified by date The team results parallel display opening 
frame classified by date which was made to indicate in order of the date by parallel 
one by one up and down is constituted, to the aforementioned total team results 
display opening The game tools of the baseball supervisor simulation game according 
to claim 12 which constituted the total team results display opening frame which 
was adjusted under the aforementioned team results parallel display opening frame 
classified by date with the aforementioned team results parallel display opening 
frame classified by date, and was formed, respectively.

and the number of hold save, the number of team total successful pitching, and the
